MOSCOW (UPI) - Premier Ni­ 
kita Khrushchev accused West 
Germany today of trying to in­ 
crease tensions between the Unit­ 
ed States and the Soviet Union. 
endangering the lives of mil­ 
lions of people." 
Khrushchev made his charge in 
a letter to West German Chan­ 
cellor Konrad Adenauer. It was 
in reply to a communication of 
protest from Adenauer following 
the shooting last Aug. 17 of Peter 
Feebler, 18. an East German 
youth who bled to death along 
the Berlin wall in a futile at­ 
tempt to escape to the West.

In his reply, broadcast by Mos­ 
cow Radio, Khrushchev blasted 
Adenauer for allegedly following 
war policy, called again for a 
German peace treaty, and re­ 
newed charges that the West was 
guilty of espionage and subver­ 
sion against East Germany. 
In Washington, a State Depart­ 
ment spokesman said Wednesday 
that Moscow’s current spy scare

Many Faint 
Many children fainted during 
the long wait to board the ship. 
As the relatives passed several 
check points, armed militiamen 
denuded them of nearly all the 
possessions they carried except 
the clothes on their back. 
Clothes, shoes, hats, children’s 
toys were stripped out of suit­ 
cases by armed militiamen and 
thrown onto trucks drawn up at 
the Havana wharf, said Mrs 
Marissa Oretega Hernandez. 
One of the last men debarking 
from the African Pilot had a bad­ 
ly swollen finger on his left band. 
He said the militiamen had 
worked on the finger for nearly 
an hour to get a jeweled ring off 
his hand. 
For 20 Years 
“The ring had been on my fin­ 
ger for 20 years,” be said. “The 
militiamen told me ‘either you 
take the ring off, we cut the fin­ 
ger off. or you don’t go’.’” Soap 
and other lubricants finally got 
it removed. 
Among the first to debark was 
Mrs. Felicia Hernandez Fernan­ 
dez. She was helped down the 
steep, 50-foot gangplank because 
she has a heart ailment. 
“What is really wrong with 
me,” she told a man at her el 
bow,” is that I want to take off 
my girdle.”

Gallagher said the bill would 
be formed around the concept that 
an item used principally for man­ 
ufacturing would be considered 
machinery. 
Gallagher cited permanent con 


straction as an example. He said 
the wording of his bill would state 
that permanent construction not 
used as a direct means of manu­ 
facturing would not be classed 
as machinery. In some instances, 
Gallagher said, such construction 
has in the past been interpreted 
as machinery. 
Same Principle 
With regard to railroad tracks, 
Gallagher said the same principle 
would apply: if tracks are used 
in and about a plant for the 
purposes of manufacturing, they 
would be classed as machinery. 
If they are used solely to trans­ 
port items far sale, then the 
tracks would not be considered 
machinery. 
At yesterday’s meeting, Snipes 
said he reserached the legislative 
journal of 1953, the year the act 
exempting machinery was passed.

Court Says Ignition 
Start Means Driving 


TRENTON, N J. (UPI) -A n in­ 
toxicated motorist who switches 
on an auto's ignition while sitting 
behind the wheel is subject to ar­ 
rest for drunk driving even if the 
car does not move, the appellate 
division of Superior Court ruled 
Wednesday. 
The precedent-making decision 
on “operating” a motor vehicle 
came on an appeal from Frank 
M. Sweeney, who was apprehend­ 
ed July 6 in Paterson while sit­ 
ting behind the wheel of his car 
with the motor running. He was 
charged with operating a motor 
vehicle while under the influence 
of alcohol. 
Sweeney, of Pompton Lakes, 
contended that operating means 
moving a car from one place to 
another. 
The Appellate Court noted that 
what constitutes “operating" a 
motor vehicle never has been ad­ 
judicated in New Jersey and there 
is disagreement among courts to 
other states over the meaning. 
But it said, “Those cases which 
ittribute a broader connotation to 
that word represent the more rea 
sonable approach. The broader 


connotation, 
which we hereby 
adopt, is to ascribe to the word 
‘operates’ a meaning not limited 
to the movement of the vehicle it­ 
self. 
“The turning of the automo­ 
bile's ignition switch and the 
starting of its motor was an op­ 
eration of the car connnectod with 
its use and presence upon the 
highway."

PALM BEACH, Fla. (UPI) - 
President Kennedy and his top 
defense officials met today for a 
final decision on the huge mili­ 
tary budget for fiscal 1964 which 
will write the controversial Sky- 
bolt missile out of the nation's ar­ 
senal. 
The Pentagon delegation arriv­ 
ing here from Washington w as

Defense Secretary 
Robert S. McNamara who said "a 
decision will be made today” 
about Sykbolt. 
The fate of the weapon was a 
foregone conclusion and can be 
saved only by a complete re­ 
versal of announced policy on the 
part of Kennedy and McNamara. 
Gen. Curtis LeMay, Air Force 
chief of staff, was expected to 
battle until the last possible mo­ 
ment for the Skybolt program. 
McNamara left 
little doubt, 
however, as he told reporters that 
cutting off funds for further de­ 
velopment (rf the bomber-to-target 
nuclear-tipped missile “certainly 
will be our recommendation." 

LeMay, 
who arrived with the other chiefs 
of staff, said, "I think my views 
on the strategic forces are well 
known and they haven’t changed
